The undertakings 
most beneficial to the world tiro not 
those, liko at permanent engineering 
works on t he great scale, all iriigatiou 
works, and all branches of house and 
ship building, which will not yield 
their full returns for many years. Tho 
recurrence of cataclysms, whether we 
call them "revolutions," or "Black 
Fridays," or "great strikes," make 
men unwilling to engage in long en- 
terprises, and aro by so much- -and in 
many countries it is very much direct, 
injuries to tho material well-being of 
mankind.

Iinwortaiit Concerning tho 
Canadian Mission to 
England.

(Canadian News, London. Juno 5.] 

The telegraph announces the depar- 
ture from Quebec of Mr. Mackenzie, 
the Canadian Premier, for' England, 
with the remark that Mr. Brown will 
follow by the next steamer. Mr. 
Brown is not a member of the Cana- 
dian Government, but bo represented 
the Dominion in the recent reciprocity 
negotiations at Washington, and has 
advocated their renewal in terms which 
at least show his own faith in their ul- 
timate success. Apart from tho op- 
position of tho Canadian manufac- 
turers, and tho reasonable aversion of 
tho people to tho heavy expenditure 
which the projected treaty involved as 
part of tho price to be paid for the 
benefits it conferred, very serious ob- 
jections were urged from an imperial 
point of tiew; and with these the Can- 
adian papers associate Mr. Brown's 
mission. The mission of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie is better understood, and for 
many reasons more urgent. A hostile 
vote of the Senate at Ottawa upset ono 
of the main stipulations between the 
Dominion and the remote province of 
British Columbia which were proscrib- 
ed by Lord Carnarvon in the interest 
of both.. It may bo remembered, that 
as an equivalent for an infraction of 
the conditions respecting tho con- 
struction of a Pacitic railway which 
wove tho basis of union, the Colonial 
Secretary proposed, among other 
things, that the Dominion should, 
without delay, build a railway from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, in Vancouver's 
Island, though forming no part of the 
Pacific road, and though no precise es- 
timate of tho cost had been made. 
This rendored necessary an application 
to tho Dominion Legislature for power 
to incur an ill-defined outlay with 
none of tho checks upon estimates and 
contracts which tho Legislature had in 
other instauces exacted. The conse- 
quence was unexpected opposition in 
the House of Commons and a defeat 
in the Senate. Both turned to some ex- 
tent upon objections to Lord Carnarvon's 
proposed compromise as a whole, on the j 
ground that it violated the settled po- | 
licy of tho Ministerial party, which 
had received the hearty support of the 
provinces in a general election. Be 
this as it may, tho Government of the 
Dominion is iu an unpleasant, not to 
say an embarrassing position. It con- 
curred in Lord Carnarvon's media- 
tion, and accepted — no doubt reluc- 
tantly—the terms ke-laid down, and 
now finds itself unable to carry out 
that very condition which was design- 
ed to compensate British Columbia 
for the infraction of its original bar- 
gain. Tho dilemma is an awkward 
ono on all sides, and Mr. Mackenzie 
comes to seek help, if not deliver- 
ance. 

We (Canadian 'News') give the fore- 
going, without the alteration of a 
word, from onr evening contemporary 
tho Qtobe. in order to contradict, or, if it 
be less offensive to say so, to correct 
it;- Webeg to assure our contempor- 
ary that Mr. Mackenzie, with all his 
loyalty to tho Throne and the Con- 
stitution, would as soon think of ap- 
plying to his native parish for relief 
as to seek at tho hands of tho Minis- 
ter of State for the Colonies what it is 
pleased to call help, if not deliver- 
ance, from any . dilemma — but more 
especially from the"dilemma" brought 
about by the vote of a Senate made up 
of nomineos of the Crown— and a de- 
partment of tho Dominion Legislature 
which Mr. Mackenzio could reform 
from off thi face of Canada by a sim- 
ple gesture of his hand. With regard 
to tho Hon. George Brown, would it 
surprise the Globe to know that hia mis- 
sion was to reconcile the vaiioua 
Presbyterian sects in Great Britain 
with a view to a general exodus to tho 
new land of promise iu tho Far West? 
Wo may inform our contemporary, by 
the way, that there are already several 
other distinguished Canadians at pre- 
sent in London, and that their num- 
ber will shortly ho increased by tho 
advent of the Hon. Edward Bluke. 
What and if tho presenco of so many 
"prominent" men of tho Dominion in 
London should be connected with the 
important subject of Imperial Federa- 
tion ?

Tho promises now temporarily occupi- 
ed by. Messrs. "Wilson, on Government 
street, will, when thoy move into their 
now building, bo covered by a brick 
structure similar in style to that now be- 
ing built for them.

I DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Teuhe Haute, Ind., July 8.— The 
following particulars of tho attempted 
express robbery ou the Vnndalia rail- 
way, last night have been received: 
As train No. 5, Engineer Ames and 
Conductor Farley, stopped at Long's 
Point for water, two men boarded the 
locomotive and ordered tho engineer 
to pull out. The engineer was at first 
bewildered, but comprehending the 
situation, said "All right." The rob- 
bers then said, "Wo will run this 
thing ourselves," and both at that in- 
stant fired, one shot killing tho en- 
gineer. The fireman, who was ou the 
tank, immediately jumped and ran to 
the rear of tho train to notify tho train 
men. During the proceedings at the 
forward end, a confederate had de- 
tached tho Adams Express car. The 
robbers then ran the engine two miles 
east and there stopped, and returned 
to the express car and asked to bo let 
in. Messenger Burke refused to let 
them in, and thoy commenced firing 
into the ear. The conductor and train 
men coining to the rescue the robbers 
lied from the train. 



Central America 

Panama, July 2. — Tho West Coast 
Mail of tho 29th says that during a recent 
storm in tho barbotu of Valparaiso forty 
boys belonging to a training ship were 
drowned, together with between 2'1 and 
30 sailors and from 12 to 15 boatman, 
exclusive of 8 persons who went down in 
tho unfortunate Egferia.
